Correspondent’ in The, Times uf the 23rd 
inst. no mention is made uf the most re- 
markable feature of the outbreak of 
the plague in Tndia-—viz,, that in the city 
of Bombay, as the culd weather comes on-

the mortality from plague. 

In other Indian cities thin not se. The 
health officer for Calcutta, for instance, in 
one of his: quarterly roports remarks :—' If 
the deaths registered under plague—nanie- 
ly, 4,394—be subtracted from, the total 
mortality the. remainder is only 371 above 
the average, and that number might bo 
plague deaths which cacaped recognition as 
plague.’ » 

During the six years before the plague. 
1800-95, the mortulity from ordinary 
Giscuses wos at the rate of 31 per 1,000; 
but during the four years of plaguo 1897- 
1900 the mortality from all causes was at 
tho rate of 72 per 1,000, of which 18 per 
1,000 only only were due to plague, leaving
